Conditions may clear up a bit after the weather once again becomes 
settled, but we honestly believe that if it does, that will be about the 
last opportunity that you will have to do any amount of serieus Dxing 
this season, for summer static is soon due to put in it's appearance and 
when and if, it does, it means that we might just as well say "adios" to 
DXing for the summer months. .

good service for the other’owmérs of radio sets in your Community. The 
all night broadcaster did not present quite so serious a problem this 
season as in last season, which may be the "tip-off" that this fad is 
not quite as popular as it was, and may be ready to die out completely.
